TRADE . POSSIBILITIES 
WITH CHINA 


N eed of Maintaining, 
Contacts, 


QUALITY OF GooDs. 


No one will deny the immense 
possibilities of trade with Chinn 
with her 400,000,000 people and 
great natural resources, but con- 
tinued civil strife, misgovernment 
and wrong ideas have killed ail 
hope of n apeedy recovery. Tho 
biggest blow, perhaps, has been 
the steady drop in silver which haa 
during the past nine months (n- 
ereased the cost of imported gotds 
into China by 87% per cent.. This 
would normally be offset to a great 
extent by increased exports, but 
China has been gradually losing 
her markets for tea, silk, wood-oil, 
ete, in which, by rights, no.coun- 
try should be able to approach her, 
These markets have been lost sole- 
ly because of deterioration in 
quality, The Chinaman's word fs 
no longer as good as his bond. 

Trades Lost to China. 

To quote one or two examples: 
The cinnamon trade has gone 
lurgely to Colombo because. there 
purity of quality can be relied on, 
which is not the case with China. 
The export of fire-crackers to 
America and jother countries hag 
decreased because of the number 
of “duds.” The falling-off in the 
import of saltpetre, which is used 
in making these crackers, tella an 
eloquent story in thie respect, The 
cane trade, especially to the 
Balkans, which used to be con- 
siderable, has dwindled because 
shipments hgve been made wet 
instead of dry; tea is being adul- 
terated, as also is wood-oil: 30 
much so in the latter case that 
buyers in England have been 
forced to seek a new source of sup- 
ply, and a company has been form- 
ed to grow wood-oil bearing trees 
within the Empire. 

Under these conditions it is in- 
-evitable that the purchasing power 


‘; of the people should decrease, and 


the result is either a reduction in 
the congumption of the higher 
grade productions or. the. aubstitu- 
tion of inferior qualities of foreign 
manufacture, In the heavy trades, 
consisting of Government stores, 
railway and harbour plant and 
equipment, structural steel, 
machinery and engineering | stores 
for the mainténance of power 
stations and so on, Britlsh firms 
are on quite a firm basis, , 
especially for structural «steel. 
The demand for these’ nes will 
continue to expand in proportion to 
the general development: of the 
country, r 

. The Price Factor, 

With regard to the lighter trades, 
comprising cotton and woollen 
plece goods, the cheaper qualities 
of. metal and hardware, aluminium 
Ware, soft goods, ¢te., we ara losing 
8 certain amount of business,‘ as 
the Chinese now’ regard price as 
the paramount factor irrespective 
of quality. .The importance of the 
Price ‘factor js iNustrated by the 
remarkable succeas which has at- 
tended the activities of the 
Japanese‘in lower grade cotton 
goods. This trade was largely in 
our hands before the war, byt the 
Japanese have now got 80 per cent. 
of it. We-supplied them with tex- 
tile machinery, and they are now

TREATMENT OF SMALLPOX 
CASES. 


A WISE DECISION. 
. 


Following considerable dlacus- 
sion, the resciasion of the resolu- 
ton passed in 1918 relative to the 
treatment of amall-pox cases in 
private houses was effected at a 
meeting of the Sanitary Board yes- 
terday. 

Dr. G. W. Pope, Medical Officer 
ct Health, moved:— 


“That the resolution of the Board 
of October 15, 1018, that patients 
suffering from small-pox be allow- 
ed to be treated in their own houses 
under the following conditions;— 
(1) That all cases [n the district 

should be notified to the Medi- 
cal .OMecer of Health, 

(2) That all inmates of the house 
should be vaccinated. 

(3) That o notice should be posted 
on the door of the house where 
the patient is being treated" 

be rescinded.” 


The M.O.H. said that the regolu- 
tion passed in 1918 was funda- 
mentally bad in that ft undermin- 
ed the essential principal of isota- 
tion, which, together with vaccina- 
tion or inoculation of contacts, 
ferm the two primary, essentials 
for effective control of small-pox. 

The object of the motion was to 
vest in the Medical Officer of 
Health the same powers as regard 
small-pox as in the ‘case of all 
other infectious diseases. 

Overriding Power. 

Mr. G. R. Sayer (President) re- 
ferred to the legal position, point- 
ing out that the law gave power 
for any micdical practitioner to 
apply to a, Magistrate for a war- 
rant.for isolation, and the com- 
mentary gave to the M.O.H. over- 
riding power over al) other medi- 
eal practitioners, Ina close- pack- 
ed community Hke Hong Kong 
notification of disease was regard- 
ed by the M.O.H. ‘a8 a perform- 
ance of a public duty. 

A Good Analogy. 

Dr. W. V. M. Koch said that 
there might-be an objection to 
obeying the new resotiition by say- 
ing that they were harming or 
frightening the poorer people, or 
interfering with their customs. 
The people’s own rulers, he. point- 
ed out, did not: hesitate to inter- 
fere with their customs when they 
thought that the customs ought to 
be interfered with. 

Chinese Credulity. 

Mr, M. K. Lo expressed himself 
emphatically on the right of choice 
of treatment. Although he was o 
great believer in the efficacy of 
Western medical science, he was 
rot prepared to deny to those who 
preferred Chinese treatment the 
right of having such’ treatment. 
He was satisfied that thouaands 
cf. Chinese regarded the Western 
method of treatment.of small-pox 
(involving the washing of the 
ratient) aa being fatal to recovery, 
and he felt strongly that the Chin- 
ese should be entitled to enjoy 
their national’ method of treat- 


-]ment unmolested. 


“Brutal?” 5 

Mr. Wong Kwong-tin: anid that 
“\to the average Chinege condemna- 
tion to be ‘compulaorily isolated 


had the same tone as a sentence|’ 
.|lo imprisonment and the same hor- 


rors are felt.’ Hospitals, parti- 
cularly dsolation hospitals’ in this 
part ofthe world, were not what 
they might be and any attempt to 
enforce isolation was brutal. 

~ Mr. T, N, Chau’ said that effec- 
tive control and {solation could 
only be obtained by voluntary 
rotification. If, in spite of the 
concession given by the resolution 
the number of notifica- 
t!ons had been a0 low, he, was cer- 
tain that after rescinding the. re- 
solution things would go from bad 
to worse and the . number of 
rotified cases would fall to nil. 

The resolutidn proposed by the 
Medical Officer of Health was fur- 
ther supported by Dr, R. A, de 
Castro Basto. He said that as a 
medical man although his sym- 
pathies .were very much with the 
objections raised, he could- not 
give his full support to. the pro- 
Position. 

The matter was then put to the 
vote; the resolution being carried 
hy six votes to two, 
Kwong-tin and Mr. T, N. Chau 
being the only djesentfents.

The Fallacy Of Cheap Labour.

‘the value of a Labour Organisa- 


~ tion to the high-minded employer who wished to give his work-

people a fair deal. 


He contended that without the help of the 


Labour Organisation, such an employer would be at an economic 
disadvantage with the exploiter of sweated labour.

STRIKES NOT DESIRED. 


No Labour Organisation wanted 
strikes or disputes, said Mr, Bell. 
They wanted to work side by side 
with the good employer. Nor 
should the utterances of extremists 
in their ‘ranks be sufficient to cause 
the movement to be condemned. 
“Labour Organisations ure not the 
only one where extremists are 
allowed to air ‘their views," he re- 
marked, significantly.

CONCERNING “IL 
TROVATORE.” 


Past and Present 
Views. 


UNMATCHABLE VITALITY. 


Last “Saturday in in London there 
were two performances of “Il 
Trovatore,” one at the Old Vic, the 
other at Goldera Green. It is 
‘extremely probable that there ‘were 
other performances in other Euro- 
pean capitals, but we will confine 
our attention to that which we 
know of (writes Francis Toye in 
the Morning Post in mail week). 

I wonder if it hag ever occurred to 
the average music lover what a re- 
markable phenomenon the vitality, 
of “It Trovatore” in act is. Writ- 
ten nearly eighty years ago,: with 
the musical ideas expressed in a 
convention that has long since pass- 
ed away, it captured the heart of 
the world almost immediately and 
has held it'ever since. Thanks to 
the revival of interest in Verd! as 
a serious composer in Germany and 
elsewhere, it is perhaps more fav- 
ourably regarded by the intel- 
lectuals to-day - than at any time 
aince the beginning of this century. 

Many musicians, however, ’ have 
‘always cherished a love for it. I 
well remember a typical, warm- 
hearted outburat from Dame Ethel 
Smyth when the opera was produc- 
ed in London two or three years ago 
and one of our leading music critica 
showed signs of merely con- 
temptuous tolerance: Dame Ethel 
trounced him properly, pointing out 
with perfect justice that the 
qualities of “Tl ‘Trovatore” are 
those which underli the music and 
are not such as lend themselves to 
mere intellectual analysis. 

Contemporary Opinion. 

I had occasion recently to read 
some contemporary Press notices 
of “Il Trovatore,” which are 
very interesting, and, on the 
whole, strikingly just. Certain 
defects are commented on, notably 
the paucity, of concerted numbers, 
and the monotony of rhythmical 
interest. But on the whole they 
may be summed up as paeans or 
praise, For instance: 

“The music transported us to 
heaven; and of a truth !t could not 
be otherwise, because this is, with- 
out exaggeration, heavently music.

Far too much has been written of 
the unintelligibility of tho, libretto 
of “Il Trovatore.”

feuds and bellef In witchcraft were 
very real factors in the life of 
medineval Europe—then the plot 
becomes intelligible enough. 

There is no doubt that Cam- 
marano, encouraged by Verdi's pas- 
sion for brevity, did excessively, 
condense certaln matters import- 
ont in the unfolding of the drama- 
tic action. 
Verdi “concentrated too exclusively 
his attentidn on the - individual 
reaction of the, characters to the 
detriment of their general correlay 
tion. But anyone who is prepared 
to devote an hour's study to the 
Italian libretto of “It Trovatore” 
can follow its thread perfectly well. 
This {s not done, .partly because 
Verdi's music ig so easy to follow, 
go immediately expressive of the in- 
dividual emotions nd aituation, 
partly because study of Italfan 
opera libretto is not considered a 
suitable pastime for the intelligent.

As a whole the 
opera may be'crude, unequal, devoid 
of technical, espectally rhythmical, 
interest.

and that the orchestration was de- 
seribed as “deliciously new.” 

These last remarks well illustrate 
the difference between our attitude 
and that of a contemporary 
audience, No-one to-day would 
think of describing the orchestra- 
tion of “Il Troyatore” a8 either 
new or delicious. ‘It ‘may be, in 
fact is, adequate; but the oustand~-’ 
ing characteristic of the opera that 
obliterates all else to us is the ex- 
pressive passion of the melodies; | 
the reason being, of course, that 
whereas composers have’ brought 
the ‘art of orchestration. to a pitch 
then undreamt of, nobody has ever 
surpassed the magnificent collection 
of tunes assembled by Verdi in “Il 
Trovatore’—tunes throbbing with 
aincerity and emotion.. True, even 
at the time it was that quality of 
these tunes that principally {m- 
pressed Itself on the imagination of 
the world; but it is interesting to 
know. that the orchestral factor 
wos” considered by no means 
hegligible. . :

Historical Review 


GENERAL, 


Of Development.: 


——. 


The word “Census,” without 
other qualification, is now almost 
solely used to denote the enumera- 
[tion of the people, periodically 
undertaken in moat civilised coun- 
tries of the World. . 

The Latin term “census” 
originally meant an enumeration of 
the people by the Roman Censors. 
The Censors, besides being con- 
cerned with the official registra- 
tion” of the Roman. citizens 
(census), Were also in charge of 
public morals (regimen morum); 
they made arrangements for the 
valuation of property, the  collec- 
tion'of the public revenue and .the 
execution of publie works. ‘ The 
Roman Census had, therefore, 
special regard to fiscal matters and 
to the question of the rights and 
ubligations of citizenship; the 
statistic and economic aspect qf 
the enumeration of the people 
which in more prominent now was 
almost ignored. 


_ Earliest Known Enumerations., 

I.—An enumeration of the people 
would appear to have taken place 
m Babylonia at « very early date, 
certainly prior to B.C.8800. Our 
knowledge of this is derived from 
a series of some 380,000 tablets 
(now mainly in the British 
Museuin), dated about B.C. 2500 to 
2300, which describe an elaborate 
system of fiscal gr revenue contro] 
by which the wealth of the country 
could be estimated minutely. Care- 
ful statistics not only of persons, 
but also of live stock, asses and 
uxen were drawn up and butter, 
honey, milk, wool, and even 
vegetables were inventoried. |The 
surveys appear to have been made 
ut intervals of about 6 or 7 years. 

IL—In Egypt the construction of 
the pyramids demanded a con- 
siderable body of statistics, These 
ure belicved to have been compiled 
aboyt 3,050 B.C. About 2,200 B.C. 
and again in 1,400 B.C. map of the 
country and statistical data ‘were 
compiled. An elaborate - regiatra- 
tion system. was in force and for 
Census purposes the country was 
divided into administrative unite, 
NL In China also there appear to 
have been very early enumerations 
of the people.. ' 


Respect by Confucius, - 

In the Analects (Legge Chap X) 
Confucius is stated to have bowed 
his head forward over the front 
rail of his car or chair as a mark 
of respect to the census-bearer. 
There is also a reference in the 
Chau Lai (the laws of ‘the Chau 
Dynasty) to the officer who was “in 
charge of the entering up of the 
myriad people,” 
All those who have teeth and up- 
wards (i.e. over 8 months old in 
the case of males and 7 months in 
the case of females according to 
the commentator) are entered on 
tablets, with a’ note of their 
various regional distinctions and 
with annual entrics of deaths,

Moses and Aaron during the wan- 
dering of the Israelites in the 
wilderness of Sinai (about B.C. 
4,490). The number of adult males 
was found to be 603,550 exclusive 
of the Levites whose duties as 
ministers of the Tabernacle 
rendered them exempt on this oc- 
casion, though separate censuges 
of them were subsequently made 
(Numbers III, 14-22; IV.

It has been ataled that the 
biblical account of the Divine 
Wrath, which resulted from the 
action of David in carrying out 
‘hia census of the people of Israel, 
had the effect of delaying the adop- 
tion of the census by Christian 
Europe for many years, 

Tn B.C. 636 a census was taken of 
the “Children of the Captivity” 
(Ezra IT 1-61, and Nehemia VII. 
6-69) with a record of their ser- 
vants, their horses, mules, camels 
dnd asses, 

Other occasions are ‘also men- 
Uoned in the Bible when from time 
‘to time the Hebrew people or 
single tribes, were enumerated. 


In Ancient Greece. 


Vi—In ancient Greece the 
various classes of cliizenship, their 
privileges, obligaticns, property, 
and taxes demanded the institution 
of statistical enquiries of a 
eyatematic characté:. In Solon's 
census (B.C. 594) the people were 
divided into 4 classes according to 
the returns of . their property 
estimated in wheat; this system 
appears to have remained In force 
until the time-of Herodotus (seo 
Book IL. c, 177) i.e. about 460 B.C, 
A censua taken in Athens in 809 
B.C. distinguished the differen 
elasses in the population, there 
being 21,000 citizens, half that 
umber of aliens and nineteen or 
twenty times that number of

VI.—The object and the nature 
of the Roman Census haa already 
been referred to-at the beginning 
of this article. The information 
collected was mainly used for the 
apportionment of.rfghta und duties 
and little, if any, use appears to 
have been made of it for those 
sociological and other purposes for 
which statistical knowledge'is now 
deemed, so valuable. ‘The Roman 
Census was, however, found to be 
of such benefit for the purposes 
Yor which it was designed that it 
came. to be a regular and reecognia- 
ed Roman. institution conducted at 
frequent intervals, generally every 
fifth year.”

At the Inquest on the American
